pears that L. E. Page, Captain Thorndjke, 
Bowman and McGowan were returning from 
working a mine in Sonorr, and stopped at the 
Providence mine, over wr.ich theru is a con­ 
test by Mexicans. 
After leaving the Provi- 
denco mine, the party traveled abput thirty 
miles and camped in a deep, narrow valley. 
On Monday, at evening, tw o Mexicans came 
into camp, stating that they would camp 
there. Tne Mexicans asked if they were 
from the Providence mice, which arcused the 
suspicions o' Page. 
When his companions 
retired Page stood guard. 
On Tuesday at 
daybreak, when tho party were preparing 
breakfast and attending to the camp, the 
Mexicans opened fire. The first shot struck 
Page in tbe back. His assassin was so near 
that h:s clothes were powder-burned.

they were logicians, they would undoubt­ 
edly answer “ no.” 
If the Democracy of

office-holders, 
to give place for hungry Democrats, had 
been asked seriously whether, in all its 
twisting and turning and framing of spe­

CROP 
OUTLOOK. 


Prominent grain dealers a t Stockton 
give the Independent their views of the 
crop ontlook. 
Summed up they amount 
to this : There is no cause for giving up 
hope at this time, but the situation is a 
critical one. 
These gentlemen undoubt­ 
edly have excellent means of obtaining 
reliable information. 
So, too, have we in 
Sacramento. 
W e learn here th at th at j udg- 
ment is based too much upon mere appear­ 
ance of the growing grain. The late favor­ 
able weather kept it green and apparently 
thrifty, but close examination will disclose 
that there is but feeble root-hold, and that 
a few days of hot sun, or one day of des­ 
iccating north wind, will destroy the vital­ 
ity of about all the growing grain in the 
chief valley s. 
Since 1871 we have experi­ 
enced not complete drought, but now all 
the prospects are th at there will be total 
failure of crops over a larger area than has 
been known in any season for twelve years 
Probably w hat is grown in California this 
year may answer the demands of home 
consumption, but th at there will be any 
aurpluB for export worth the mention we 
do not believe. 
B ut while this is a dis­ 
couraging view, it is well to remember 
that in no grain-growing country is there 
a total escape from seasons of failure, and 
California has not a greater proportion of 
short seasons than most other sections. 
Of course copious rains within a week, and 
an absence of north winds and a high tem­ 
perature, will put a new face upon the 
whole crop outlook for 1SS3.

FOR 
THE 
PAVILION, 


I t is to be hoped th at many architects 
in California will submit plans for the new 
Pavilion. 
The time allotted is brief, bat 
necessity requires it. This is a State work ; 
one in which all the people of the State 
have an interest. 
There is nothing specu­ 
lative in it. 
The State Board of Agri­ 
culture has amended its call for plans so as 
to remove the chief objection to the origin­ 
al notice. The premium offered—$300—for 
the successful plan, aud the $'200 addi­ 
tional, if the winner and the Board cannot 
agree as to his employment as superintend- 
dent of construction, should be considered 
a sufficient inducement for a liberal sub­ 
mission of drawings. 
The members of the 
Architects’ Institute can afford to make 
this ease an exception to their nsual cus­ 
tom, and compete for the prize, as the 
Board finds itself unable to offer a sum 
sufficient to award each one filing a plan, a 
fee. 
An honest pride in the State and the 
structures 
she erects should outweigh 
technical scruples in this case.

The U averallek T ragedy. 
N ew Y o rk , March 
223.—Haverstick’» 
body was taken to Carlisle, Fa., last evening 
by J. B. Haverstick. The funeral services 
will be held there. Mrs. Ukler was inter­ 
viewed by Howe & Haicmel, her counsel, to­ 
day at the hospital. She anxiously inquired 
for news from her San FrancUco home. 
Mrs. Uhler, epeaker to a reporter of the 
tragedy, said: " I saw the gleam of a pistol 
in my brother's hand, and then heard a re­ 
port. 
Rushing cut of the room, I Baw 
that Mr. Haverstick was shot and dying. I 
said to my brother, 1 Now finish your work 
by killing me.’ ” In further conversation 
Rlre. Uhler said the last time she had called 
upon her husband (Uhler) he had refused 
to let her seo her two little children, a de­ 
privation, she said, that nearly broke her 
heart Divorce proceedings are pending, and 
Uhler was quite content, she said, they 
should live ap art She complained that the 
death of Haverstick left her totally friend­ 
less. Her brother, she said, had never helped 
her through life, and she did not look for 
much protection from him now, 
THE CORONER’S IK QUEST. 
N ew 
Y o rk , March 22 J.—There was a 
great crowd at the Haverstick inquest to­ 
day. A servant testified that Conklicg told 
her to bring a crowd of people, a3 he had 
killed Haverstick. 
Mrs. Uhler, fashionably dressed, was pres­ 
ent, and kept a handkerchief almost con­ 
stantly to her eyes, which were red and swol­ 
len from weeping. Amid sobs she said her 
name was Emma H . Uhler. 
She spoke so 
low that the Coroner was obliged to repeat 
her answers to the jury. She was nervous 
and exhausted, and her physician had to sit 
with one arm thrown over her shoulder to 
euRtain her. She had lived with Haverstick 
since last May. She testified to having been 
compelled to leave her husband after many 
quarrels, and when he would not let her iu 
the house. 
She consented to go with her 
brother to Reno, Nev., on the afternoon of 
the tragedy. Talked with him about it in 
the presence of Haverstick. That evening 
all three taiked over the matter. 
Suddenly 
Haverstick threw off his coat, and seizing 
something flung it at her brother. 
She 
rushed between them and a shot was fired. 
Haverstick, she reluctantly admitted, quar­ 
reled with her that evening, and slapped her 
face, but, she added, "h e didn’t mean to 
hurt me.” 
Cockling, in his own behalf, in detail told 
the story of his coming here to effect, if pos­ 
sible, a reconciliation between his sister and 
her husband, or take her home with h im ; 
his failure in the first object, and conversa­ 
tions with his sister. 
They were to go to 
Lebanon, Pa., see her children, thence to 
Reno. Monday evening, when he called on 
his sister, he found her crying after the quar­ 
rel with Haverstick. She begged him to 
take her away, and then came the fatal qnar- 
rel. 
Conkling’s story of the occurrence did 
not differ from that already published. 
The inquest was then closed, and Mrs. 
Uhler was, by her own consent, taken to the 
office of her brother’s counsel, thence to an 
up-town hotel. 
The jury found that Cockling had killed 
Haverstick by firing a pistol-shot, the shot 
being fired under great provocation. 
Bail 
was refused, and ConkliDg recommitted to 
the Tombs.

N ew Y o rk , March 221.—YVhen the steamer 
Burgundy, bearing to his long home in his 
native land the author of that sweetest of 
pongs, “ Home, Sweet Home,” arrived st 
Brooklyn, the Aldermanic Committee and 
Charles M. Mathews and Lieutenant Regi­ 
nald F. Nicholson, U. S. N., and Representa­ 
tive W. W. Corcoran, 
of 
Washington, 
forced their way among the 5C0 Italian emi­ 
grants with which the Bhip was crowded, and 
procured the coffin. * The heavy box was 
placed on the shoulders of four stalwart Ital­ 
ian sailors and borne down the gang plank 
and across the pier, through an uncovered 
crowd, to the hearse awaiting. Ihere was 
no ceremony, and everything connected with 
the removal was of the simplest kind. The 
coffin was covered with an American flag and 
followed by four coaches, containing the Al- 
men, Representative Corcoran and members 
of the press.

Ingersoll called Theodore W. Torrey, of 
New York. Witness occupied the office with 
Stephen Dorsey; went there in January, 
1880, remaining there until May, 1881, acting 
as bookkeeper for the Secretary. On May 1, 
1881, removed to 145 Broadway. Remained 
there until the last week of December, 1882 
Occupied rooms 5 and 6 at 160 Broadway. 
In June, 1881, witness was iu full charge of 
Dorsey’s business, drawing two-thirds of his 
checkB, and had possession cf his books and 
papers. 
Witness personally occupied Room

5. The “ New Book” and tin box contain­ 
ing Dorsey’s papers were kept there. First 
saw Rerdeil

Did 
not give the 
Red book or any book 
to Rerdeli on 
June 13, 1881. 
Never 
saw him at that office, and he was not 
there on that day. There was no book Bueh 
as described by Itsrdell in witness' custody, 
or any book resembling it. _ Never saw any 
books bound in red leather in the office, and 
they could not have been there without his 
knowledge. Saw Stephen Dorsey on the 
evening of June 13, 1881, at; his room in the 
Albermarle Hotel. Fixed the date because 
Dorsey asked him if Rerdeli had been in the 
office. Left New York February 22d last for 
Europe, and was at sea on February 231. In 
February, 1880, Rerdeli brought two check 
books to the office ; one was ou Middleton &

Cross-examined by Merrick—His reason for 
making so short a stay (three days) in Lon­ 
don was because Dorsey cabled him to come 
back, that his testimony was important to 
him. 
Robert G. Mullins, of Brooklyn, was next 
called. He had occupied the room with Tor­ 
rey at 145 Broadway. 
Ingersoll pointed to Rerdeli, who sat 
watching the witness, and inquired if he had 
ever seen him. He replied in the negative. 
Charles E, Andrews, of this city, was next 
called. He said he went to Now York June 
13, 1S81. Returning, be saw’Rerdeil at the 
Jersey City depot. The latter had no book 
under his arm ; he did have a valise in his 
hand. They traveled on the same car to 
Washington. 
Wilbur F. Kellogg testified that he was 
Dorsey’s private secretary and bookkeeper 
from the summer of 1872 until the fall of 
1879. In 1879 Rerdeil had a desk in the same 
room with witness.

If Rerdeil

Several men were dispatched to bring in a 
herd of 75 horses. 
About 9 o’clock in the 
evening the men came upon a war party of 
Crees, and exchanged shots with them.

ported. 
Joel Pickett, Brady and a war 
party of 20 Piegane, headed by Little Dig, 
started in pursuit. About day-break they 
struck the Cree camp, and had a lively fight. 
Two Crees were killed and scalped, and their 
arms captured. 
The rest of the band were 
put to flight. Two PieganB were wounded. 
The Crees numbered between 150 and 200. 
They are following down Marias river, kill­ 
ing cattle as they go. Grave fears are enter­ 
tained for the safety of settlers. 
The In ­ 
dians captured about forty horses from a 
band in the vicinity of Fort Cunrad, and 
have probably picked up many mors since 
leaving that point. Their plan is evidently 
to make a sodden raid, kill as much meat as 
possible, steal a band of horses and recrcss 
the line. 
This is the biggeBt raid made for 
years.

U p the R ivek.—W ednesday evening Cap­ 
tain Foster returned from an extended trip 
up tbe Sacramento river. 
He says that 
grain in the sonthern portion of Tehama 
county and in Colase county the most of the 
wheat looks green but is short, but that some 
of it is now beyond all hope ef a crop; that 
grain looks better on '* red dirt ” than on 
adobe soil, and is in better condition near the 
foothills than in tho central portion of the 
valley ; that the grain on the east side of the 
river looks somewhat better than on the 
western side; that many farmers are now 
buyingmpd wheat for the next season; that 
what wheat still remains along tbe river is 
held with 
the 
expectation of selling it 
for seed wheat. 
H e says that at Mon­ 
roeville 
there are abont 9,000 eacks of 
wheat stored, and all belongs to raisers. 
Above that point there is no grain in the 
warehouses. A t Princeton there are about 
9,000 sacks, and at Moulton’s about 30,000 
sacks, all held by speculators. 
A t Knight’s 
Landing Chas. F. Reed has stored 34,000 
sacks of his last year’s crop, and there are 
abont 10,000 more sacks at that place belong- 
iag to other ranchers. 
Captain Foster went 
up the river on the steamer Dover, and to the 
highest point on the river to which steamers 
run, being Squaw Hili. 
A t this place the 
Dover was loaded with 6,400 sacks of wheaf, 
some of which had been in the warehouse for 
three years. 
A t McIntosh’s, on the return, 
tbe Captain left tbe river, and after visiting 
several towns in Tehama and Colosa coun­ 
ties, returned home by railroad by the way of 
Woodland. 
In Yolo county he says the 
crops will nearly all be a success if it rains 
within a week. 


A V eky 
Sad A ccident.—A t about G 
o’clock last evening Samuel Jelly started to 
take an evening drive with a horse he had ob­ 
tained the day previous by exchange, and a 
light open buggy. 
He had only driven half 
a block from Wilson’s stable down K street, 
when, upon taming down Third, his horse 
took fright and immediately became unman­ 
ageable. 
After running along Third to L 
street it tamed suddenly into the latter, 
whereby Mr. Jelly was thrown out and struck 
upon bis head, in the region of his temple, on 
the edge of^ the sidewalk, producing ex­ 
tremely 
serious, 
if 
not 
fatal, injuries. 
A large number of people soon gathered, 
and he 
was 
placed 
upon 
a sofa and 
carried to his residence at George I. Lytle's, 
on Second street, where several physicians 
are in attendance upon him. 
A t a late hour 
last night he had not recovered consciousness 
and was lying in a very critical condition.

A H obribly F atal Accident.—L ast even­ 
ing about 6 o’clock, James Lawson, 10 years 
of age, a son of James Lawsjyi, of Washing­ 
ton, was accidentally Bhot and instantly 
killed by a bey named Thomhs Liddy,

THE WOODLAND CASE. 


The 
Spectacle 
Evidence Exploded—Evi­ 
dence Etlng Given to Impeach Stoten­ 
berg, 
Wb9n the Court in Woodland met yester­ 
day morning to resnme the examination of 
ex-Shcriff Rahm for the murdered John E. 
Maltby, there was the nsnal crowd of specta­ 
tors. 
Alfred Mason, the foreman of the Democrat 
office, was the first witces3 put upon the 
stand. 
H e was shown the spectacles intro­ 
duced as evidence by the prosecution, and 
statod that in his opinion they had been in the 
office where he is employed for two or three 
years. 
W itness said District Attorney Craig 
came to the office and asked if a pair of spec­ 
tacles had been left there, and was given 
them ;'that Craig asked if Rahm had ever 
advertized any spectacles, and witness lcoked 
over Rahm's account * and gave Craig a copy 
of the advertisement. 
Joseph Kiefer. W ells, Fargo & Co.’s mcs 
senger, testified that his wife hsd lost a pair 
of spectacles in Beamer’s lane, and that he 
saw an advertisement tbat a pair had been 
found, and he went to the Sheriff’s office and 
got them, as tho advertisement directed. 
There was a handkerchief with them, and he 
got that also. 
The spectacles were produced 
in Court. 
T. P. 51 a gee was shown the spectacles pro­ 
duced by Kiefer, and testified that they 
looked like the ones found by Rahm. 
Doctors Ross, Parramore and Jackson tee- 
tiffed that a man conld not receive a blow on 
the head sufficient to kill him and afterwards 
say, “ Ob, I ’m done for!” 
Coroner Krellenberg was 
recalled 
and 
identified the written testimony of George 
Dicsdale, taken at the time the inquest was 
held. 
The testimony was read, and showed 
that Dincdale had then testified that Maltby 
was very low-spirited on the Sunday night 
that he was last seen. 
A. C. Ruggles, Ben. Rsady, L. Dietz, 
Deputy Sheriff Lawson and S. T. Pendegast 
testified to having arisen at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and with others went to the spot 
where Stotenberg claimed to have been stand­ 
ing when he witnessed the murder. 
They all 
said it was impossible to recognize persons at 
as great a distance as that named by Stoten­ 
berg, and that persons standing where Rahm 
was supposed to have stood could distinctly 
hear persons coming np the street in the di­ 
rection claimed to have been traversed by 
Stotenberg. 
A. C. Kean, County TieaBurer, testified aa 
to the settlement of the licenses of December, 
1881, and January and February, 1882. 
His 
testimony was B im p ly a corroboration of the 
testimony g i v e n by tbe defendant. 
Witness 
also testified that Maltby had borrowed $500 
from him, and had never returned it. 
Arthur Smith took tho stand and corrobo­ 
rated tho testimony of Treasurer Kean. 
John Lawson sworn : Am Deputy Sheriff ; 
have known Len Stotenberg all his iifs ; his 
reputation for veracity and his general char­ 
acter is not good ; he worked for me a year ; 
tho day after a fire next to my stable I said 
he was a good worker ; previous to Maltby’s 
disappearance Stotenberg was cot considered 
to 1)3 truthful; he liked to tell big stories; 
it has been much discussed eiuce be told the 
story of witnessing the morder ; have heard 
people say he .was a liar; he has always been 
industrious ; his reputation for truth and ve­ 
racity in this community is notoriously bad. 
The Court here took a recess until 1:30 
M. 
Jerry O’Connor was the first witness called 
in the afternoon. He testified : Worked with 
Stotenberg at the livery stable March 26 
and 27, 1882; never saw any mac named 
George Harris there abcnt that tim e; was 
never absent from the stable two nights in 
succession ; slept in the room where Stoten­ 
berg slept; do not remember anything par­ 
ticularly that happened there the night that 
Maltby was killed. 
L. D. Stotenberg, recalled : Don’t think I 
ever told Hornlein at Sacramento that I was 
trying to shield George Harris, who had com­ 
mitted a mnrder. 
Hugo A. HornieiD, of Sacramento, testified, 
as it was stated he would in the R ecobd- 
U n io n yesterday morning, that on January 
14, 1SS3, Stotenberg said, “ I am in trouble,” 
and said that Harris had committed a mur­ 
der, and that he had seen i t ; that they 
(meaning the officers) were hunting for Har­ 
ris, and Stotenberg wanted witness to tell J. 
C. Ball that Harris had gone to Grass Valley. 
Alfred Borme sw orn: Have resided in 
Woodland for eight years ; knew the deceased 
from childhood; March 27, 1882, I psessd 
the Conrt-house at 5 o’clock A. M.; saw a 
light in his room ; knew his custom was to 
sleep with a bright light in his room. 
John Powers, a 
saloon-keeper, sworn: 
Knew Maltby ; last saw him about 1 o’clock 
on tho morning of March 27, 1882; sold 
liquor the day before; doors wete locked and 
were not open all day ; patrons conld get in 
there by coming in the back w a y ; George 
Dinsdale, Dick Beamer, Asa Brewer, John 
5Ialtby, Alexander McCall, John Lambert, 
John Blue, L. D. Stotenberg ard sever 1 
others were in there; iMsltby came in about 
7 o’clock ; had a drink with Asa Brewer; be 
went off and got some oysters and returned, 
and after that we went home ; I left him a t , 
the Court-house about 1 o’clock in tbe morn­ 
ing ; no one came in at the front door nntil I 
let Maltby in, after he went to get oysters ; 
did not see Frank Rahm there; don’t tljink 
he was there ; 5Ialtby did cot drink much 
while he was at my saloon that night; when 
I left alaltby that night I left him at the 
Court-house steps ; I went from there straight 
home ; I never saw him alive afterwards. 
L. Dreyfus sworn : Knew 51altby pretty 
well in bis lifetime ; Saturday evening, be­ 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock, March 25,1SS2, he told 
me that I would hearsomethirg that I would 
be astocishod a t; this was before be had the 
black eye. 
F..S. Freeman sworn: Have resided-here 
25 or 26 years; have known L. D. Stoten­ 
berg about the same length of time ; know 
his reputation for truth and veracity in the 
community in which he resides ; it is bad. 
[Witness testified concerning a bill against 
the Sheriff which deceased failed to pay, al­ 
though it was shown tbat he collected money 
to pay it from the parties to the suit]. 
Have 
given $20 towards [laying an attorney to de­ 
fend Rahm. 
Herbert Peck sworn : Was at work with 
Stotenberg in 5Iarch, 1882; slept in the 
stable iu the upper part; never saw any 
stranger there with 
Stotenberg at that 
time ; I was there daily from 5 A. m. to 7 P. 
m ; never saw any stranger 
sleep with 
Stotenberg there about that tim e; never 
paid any attention to who slept with the other 
boys, but I think I would notice strangers 
sleeping there. 
John Lambert, a farmer, testified: Resided 
here for twenty-five years; know where I 
was March 26, 1882; started in the morning 
from Redding, in Shasta county ; got here 
about 7 o’clock p; m.; went to Powers’saloon ; 
there were abont twenty men there; saw 
Stotenberg there about 9 or 9:30 o’clock ; 
he left about 9:30 o’clock with John Blue. 
A number of other witnesses were exam­ 
ined, but nearly all the testimony taken was 
for the purpose of impeaching witness Stoten­ 
berg. 
Mrs. Frank Rahm testified, corroborating 
her husband as to his meeting her and going 
part way to church ; his starting home £o 
stay with the children ; his not being at home 
when she returned ; his bringing the cash-box 
home at midnight ; his going down town at 
4 o’clock the next morning ; his return and 
time of going to the office on March 27ch. 
The CLurt here adjourned nntil this morn­ 
ing at 9 o’clock.

Farther investigation into the sad shoot­ 
ing of Clara A. llennicks in a beer saloon 
by Jose Sanchez shows that however natu­ 
ral the error may have been, a very cruel 
injastice has been com mitted in stating 
that she was, in any seise, the mistress of 
the suicide and would-be murderer. 
Ciara 
Rennicks was always of a wild, romantic 
nature, and she supported herself by teach­ 
ing elocution before she was of age. 
Her 
father gave her a liberal education at St. 
Helen's Hall, the Episcopal college at Port­ 
land, Or,, and, when ex-President Grant 
went up to Portland, she was the young 
pnpil chosen to deliver the address. 
Her 
parents lost everything during the war, 
and of course, w ith a family of several 
children and a wife to support, it has been 
a great struggle as they grew older to make 
ends meet. 
B y trade he is a coverer of 
steam boilers, and he only retained last 
week from Santa Crnz, where he had been 
trying to indnce the Powder Company to 
have their boilers recovered. Always,when 
he was away, Clara slept with her mother, 
having a room of her own when her father 
was at home. 
The family is very well 
known and respected in Portland, and in 
their straitened circumstances the only way 
that the girl knew how to help waB either 
by giving lessons, or, aa it now unfortu­ 
nately appears, going into saloons. 
Her 
imprndence cannot be questioned, and the 
mother, who is heartbroken, would be seri­ 
ously to blame if the following explanation 
were not true : 
Mrs. Rennicks said in substance to a 
Bulletin 
reporter this morning: 
" M y 
girl is as pare and innocent as can be. 
I 
did not know where she was working. She 
was of age, being IS on October 2d last, 
and very anxions to support herself by go­ 
ing on the stage. 
I never go ont at night 
and did not know where she was working, 
bat I supposed it was at one of the lesser 
theaters. 
I have all my children to mind 
at home, and the youngest is only five 
years oíd.” 
There is no doubt that San­ 
chez had deceived this girl abont the mode 
of advancing herself in the profession she 
bad adopted. 
H e himself had fallen to the 
degradation of s pianoforte player inadive, 
and there is no reason to suppose that his 
intentions toward the girl with whom he 
was so infatuated were honorable. 
There 
is, however, every reason to suppose that 
the statem ent of the mother regarding the 
daughter’s purity is correct, as jt is con­ 
firmed by medical authority, 
Anything 
more wildly foolish than the actions of 
Clara Rennicks cannot be dreamed of ; bat 
it must be remembered that she was infat­ 
uated w ith tbe stage, dependent on herself 
for a living and innocent of the folly of her 
coarse in even entering the doors of a dive. 
Hers is a sad story, bnt there is no need of 
making it worse by impugning her virtue.

In 1863-69 Mr. M organ was elected to the 
United States Senate, and iu 1S65 he was of­ 
fered the position of Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, but wi.i:ii he declined.

W ind ore, hut he 
declined tho office on account of his advanced 
years and the necessity of preserving his 
health. 
In recent years he retired from all 
direct participation in politics, but he con­ 
tinued to occupy himself diligently with 
bnsioets matters.
